Fanners shoulil reineiiili(!r that "eon 
tinuou.s growtli is neeessai'V in ii!:tke 
swine prolitable, ami tins cm not be 
i)l)taiin:^tl without ]ileiily (d' tnoii, A 
liitl in each d,iy, with good pa.slure, 
will answer the purjiOKo and insure the 
pigs making a very rapid growth." 

Jt costs as iiiuch to raise an aninuil 
faulty in coiiHlimtioii, form and capni;- 
itv, tliroui.'li liereility, as one more ])(•:•- 
feet, and the animal is eonijiara; i vely 
worthless vvhi'ii raised. "Lireeil out thtr 
weeds and weed out the lireotls" is a 
good motto for the stock breeding fann- 
er to paste in his hat. 

No fanner would ('xjieet large ears 
of corn in a hill of eight or ten slalivs, 
hut he will linve that nunilior of sieiu.s 
in a hill of potatoes and then comphiin 
lliat his ]votuloes are .-itnall. IflnrLii^ 
potatoes are e.xpeeteil, the niimlier cf 
.stalks in eaeli liill sIkhiIJ be reduced to 
at nioiit tlirci! or foui-. 

"^I.," au iiliiiois correspondent of 
I'raii-ie Kariner, sa\s it is want of salt 
that iiiduci's vtiiinin to Ltiiaw harni'H.'^. 
To pre-.'ent the mischief, place salt near 
where the harness liang.s. lie adds: "If 
the mice are hungry fur salt, it is very 
likely that the horses also are. See th t 
both iiave it." 

Tlic linll of I'arlev is verv liai'd, and 
this grain should, therefore, always lie 
ground or boiled before feeding. If fed 
whole moro of it will bo voided infact 
than of any other grain. Boiling how 
ever, is (juite as good fiH grinding. Tlic 
grain e.xpands, .so that instead of losint; 
the toll llie farmer gains an increase m 
hulk.

Flint is ij sub-specie of quaitz foiiml iii 
various stones, and often largely pre 
sent in both argillacous and calcare- 
ous soils. 

A cow that is troublesome to milk 
inav often \>i; put to good usi' by set- 
ting her to suckling succes.iive calves 
and thus fattening iIi'.mm for veal, Oii<' 
such aniniul, so ugly that no nidker 
could get near, suckled her own calf 
and afterward four others, which al- 
together brought her owner nnjrelhan 
.•j.'iO. This was as much money as the 
milk would have brought in butter or 
cbeeae, and with much less labor. 

A smart team turning a good furrow- 
in spring, either stulible or .snd, .should 
be able lo turn over one anil a half to 
two acres. When larger day's work 
than this is reported it is usually at the 
expense ef the team, or ])erhaps of the 
plowing. So much depends on the 
cliarHcter of the work in fitting th.- 
I'lntl, that a [loor plowman shouhl not 
be tolerated, however large a day's 
work hi! may claim to be aid(: to ilo. 

If a fanner wishi!s to get the beiielit 
of manure on his orchard, and quickly, 
too, let him draw out a load to evi i y 
tree that shows promise of fruit so soon 
as hlosHOins can be s"i-n, s|>rciul it as 
wididv !is ihetreo extends on eiilier 
side, iind if possible it is lietler to li-ave 
it on the surface. The crops that can 
be grown under a hearing apple tree 
are not worth the labor of cultivating 
mid harvesting. They cost in injury to 
the tree's |rro(luctiveue88 more timti 
best croj)? grown in liie o[ien field are 
worth.

THE STATUTES, 1SS5. 

If it were not for the occasional diamal 
squeak which he throws ofif we should be 
inclined to think that our interesting and 
esteemed friend of tho Standard waa 
numbered among the things that had 
been. He has become so tame and list- 
less, so insipid and lifoloas, so flabby and 
deadBshliko, that tho public have ceased 
to pay the slightest heed to his inano ut - 
terances, and he has fallen into a state of 
incurable imbecility. Yesterday, how 
ever, he gave evidence that there is hfe in 
the old Kat yet. His leading article is 
devoted to an attack on tho gnveninieiit 
for having, as he says, dt!la\ed the puh- 
licatidii «if the statutes of 1885 N w,

Statutes hav.e_-ijenerally been delivered in 
July, and not in a single instance in May. 
Tho large increase of work in tho govern- 
ment priming department, and especially 
tho alti>gethur unprecudoiitud pressure 
upon it after the last session of tho legis- 
lature, will quite account for any delay 
that ujay have taken place this year, al- 
though the date has not yet passed at 
which the issue has taken place on for- 
Hier occasions. may possibly tend to 
relieve the painful tension under which 
our contemporaries are suft'oriiig to know 
that in nine or ten days each may expect 
to have a beautifully bound copy of these 
unusually interesting statutes "laid on 
his table." The intimati(m by tho Stan 
dard that the government has sent the 
binding to tho Sound or San Francisco or 
that they have allowed it to be sent theto 
is probably as gross a falsehood as any 
that ever disfigured tiie columns of the 
opposition press. Tho policy of tho ex- 
isting govornment is to foster and encour- 
age local artizans and tradesmen when 
that can be dono without a sacrifice of tho 
public interests. We feel certain that 
the government have shown the aaino 
consideration for local enterprise in tho 
matter of the public binding that has 
characterized all their acts. It is, of 
course, of the utnicst importance that the 
money drawn from the people should be 
returned to tho penpln — that. aB small a 
sura as possible should be sent abroad to 
enrich the citizens of a country with 
whom there is neither affinity nor sympa- 
thy. If this rule h.is been departed from 
(we do not believe that it has) tho coun- 
try may rest assured it lias not been done 
by or with the consent of the ministry and 
that it will not be repeated. 

BREAKERS AHEAD. 

The Afghan win- cloml iH again darkening 
the eastern horizon and Uuasia is preparing 
to hurl her legions on Herat, it they have 
not already begtia to march, The news is 
most serious. Tho want of foresight of the 
Gladstone government led them to reverse 
the policy of Beaconsfleld and retire from 
Afghanistan, while the Russians stealthily 
but steadily coutinned to advance on that 
doomed country. The lute government 
roused thunisolvcs when too lato to a realiz- 
ing sense of the danger that besets Britain's 
eastern empire and patoheil up a piece with 
tho Czar which the latter has already 
broken. The i.ssue is a plain one, and 
Great Britain has got to meet it bravely and 
reaolutely or take a second place among 
the nations. No half-way expedient or 
makeshift will answer. Busaia ia bent on 
tho acquisition of Afghanistan and the 
frightful consequences of the blunder of 
the Gladstone ministry may disturb the 
peace of all Europe. Perhaps, as tho blow 
is to fall, it had better fall now than ton 
years honce when Eussia would be better 
and Eugland not so well prepared as now.

A recent notice of a nieclianic in Mas- 
lacbusetts who is an export in Lliat depart- 
meat of natural biatory of wliick tho but- 
terlly ia the chief represeutaiive, suggests 
otber'aud aiuiilar iiistauees. It may be 
that the exaclncas required lu mecbnulcal 
worlc develops a taste for olose study, or 
it may b3 that natural biatory :uid pure 
tcietico become jilcu^aut toils to tho mou- 
etony of mecbauical work; but it is tho 
fact tbat some practical, d;iy-working 
iuecbaiiioa oliUid high in soiug pcicutitic 
Bpeciallies. 

There is a inachiuest — a line tool ir.akor 
— -who is well known, and widely kaowii, 
as aa amateur iislrouomer. lie ha coQ- 
tributcd importunlly to tho science, and ia 
not surpassed iu nicety and precisenciis in 
designing astronomical mochauisir. 

Another is an expert steel engraver by 
choice and aa d piistime. and yet, incredi- 
ble as it muy appear, be is a smith or 
forger, handling steel and iron iu bars and 
the lieavy hummer of the blucksmitb all 
day, and doing delicate steel engraving at 
night-or on "olt liours. " lie has nearly 
liuished designing and engraving a series 
of plates representing the cbildish legend 
of the "Deafi of t'ock liohia.^ thft proofs 
of which are really line. 

One left the niiiehino aliop three years 
Bgo, and sot up !is an engraver on jewelry, 
plate, and similar articles. 1 le originates 
all h'^ designs, and laroly makes a second 
drawing, lie is a wonderful producer of 
clogaut and legiulc monograms. A set of 
six silver buttons for a vest, uU uniformed 
iu general design and no two alike in par- 
ticulars, is very artistic, and yet he 
designed and engraved iho six while the 
cuatomcr waited— perhaps an limir. These 
two Instances show that the bent of tho 
authors was ualurally artistic rather than 
mechanical 

There is a j'oung man. :tO years old, a 
joiner, who is better authority on the 
flora of New England than some of tho 
authors of accepted text books. The 
fields, pastures, woods and by-ways are 
liis haunts when he has an hour "in the 
season. " Ho ia not surpassed as a herb 
alist. and is quoted as authority whore hu 
is knbwu. 

A surgeon was spoiled Whoa another 
man, a machinist, went into the shop Ho 
acta at call in setting boaes and reducing 
aptains. lie is so successful that he is in 
tbe coafldence of the professionals, who 
are not aaliauied toprotit by bis sugges-

•nits mechanic, however, only carries 
to its ultimate a faculty and a practice 
that is not uncommon in the shops. It is 
rare, indeed^ tbat let cesa of an ordinary 
accident in the shop there is necessity for 
outside aid. When the writer was a 
Youngster, ho lodged a piece of tho sharp, 
hammer hardened head of a t old chisel iu 
one eye.

Funeral of a Cliliivso Prince.

The funeral of the Chinese Prince Lau- 
Fu, the cousin of the Emperor C^uang Su, 
has been conducted with all the pomp 
and ceremonies due to the e.xalted 
station of tho decease,"!. The procession 
which accompanied the remains of the 
prince to his last resting place was headed 
by thirty-six slaves, clad in garments of 
green doth and bearing a huge wooden 
cage, representing the funeral of the soul. 
These were followed "by 100 slaves 
dressed in red and carrying tablets in- 
scribed with tho titles, honor.- and vir- 
tues of the dead. 

Next came twenty sportsmen leading 
the 240 hounds onco belonging to Lau- 
Fu, the camels, mules, horses, sudan- 
chaiis, and the' private carviage, drawn by 
a mule; sixteen servants dressed in grccii 
silk hore an arm-chair covered with a 
tiger skia, a regiment of cavalry and in- 
fantry followed, then the bodv servants 
and camels, thirty-two priests with temple 



music, and tlnally the colli n, borne by 
eighty servants and covered with a silk 
poll. Tbo emperor was rcpreseuted by 
six empty carriages, behind which walked 
the grandees. I'llaca Lau Fu's arms, car- 
riages, clothes, tents, etc., were all burned 
as a winding up of the festivltim
